Why Washington Is Now 


Pressing Anti-Cartel Drive 


By Labor Research Association 


SINCE the end of World 
War II, Big Business has used 
every rule in and out of the 
book to take over markeis from 


’ foreign capitalist rivals. 


The intensity of the efforts 
of Wall Street- monopolies has 
been, carefully camouflaged _be- 
hind pleasant-sounding  eco- 
nomic concepts, such as “free- 
dom of trade,’ “non-discrimina- 
tion,’ “abolition of trade re- 
strictions.” 

A renewed campaign in the 
battle for domination of the 
capitalist world’s markets has 
been initiated by Washington, 
this time using thé. masquerade 
of anti-cartelism. According to 


the N. Y. Times (Sept. 10, 1951) 


the U. S. representative to the 
United Nations Economic and 
Social Council has “launched a 
new attack on thé international 


cartels.” 


Cartels are associations of 
companies in the same branch 
of industry. The association 


usually fixes the prices that will 


be charged by its members, and 


regulates production in accord-_ 


ance with a strictly allocated 


market. 
. 


Americans received an object 


‘lesson in the functioning of in- 


ternational cartels in the early 
World War II period. At that 


time: many critical U. S, indus- 


tries refused to expand produc- 
tion because of their interna- 
tional cartel ties. 

An American-spensored anti- 
cartel program, therefore, has 
the appatent ring of economic 
liberalism: But the leopard. has 
not changed his spots. The bil- 
libn-dollar U. §. corporation 


can convince no one that they ie 
are the champions of competi- 


tion, uncontrolled production 
and a really free market. 


The past dozen years have 
produced countless official U. S. 
documents (from the 30-odd 
volumes of the Temporary Na- 
tional Economic Committee, 
TNEC, and the present-day Cel- 
ler Monopoly Hearings, to the 
score of Federal Trade Com- 
mission studies on monopoly) 
that prove the contrary about 
the U. S. trusts. 


‘For instance, a recent study 
of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion (1948) entitled “The Mer- 
ger Movement,’ stated: “It is 
difficult for example, to con- 
ceive of any further widespread 
merger activity taking place in 
such industries as steel, rubber 
tires, copper, glass, and many 
other highly concentrated fields.

Washington’s anti-cartel pro- 


gram is a way for the American “ 


billion-dollar corporations to get 
an increasing share of the cap- 
italist world’s markets and raw 
materials: The N. Y. Times 
(Sept. 10, 1951) correspondent 
admits, but does not explain that: 
“The U. S. view is that such 
action f[fanti-cartel—LRA] will 
be in the immediate interest of 


United States business.” 


The explanation is: whereas 
any cartel, national or: Nyro 
tional, has as its central objective 
the stabilization of uction 
and price by virtue of rigid 
quotas to all participating mem- 
bers, the drive of the U. S. mo- 
nopolies is for exclusive, 100 


percent control of markets, with 


no limitations or restrictions on. 


their activities. In 1951, Amer- 
ican Big Business wants no car- 
tel quotas to restrict it. Today 
the U. S..corporate giants are 
themselves larger than the pre- 
war cartels in which they par- 


structions.

Today, after the enormous 


- expansion of all American in- 


dustry in World War II; and 
and the absolute decline of all 
West European industry in the 
same period, U. S. corporations 
are giving, not receiving in- 
structios. 

One U. S. steel company, the 
U. S. Steel Corporation. (Mor- 
gan-controlled) has a steel ca- 


pacity of more than twice the 
total amount of steel that can 


be produced in all of Great 
Britain. The same campany can 


treble the output of the entire 


French steel industry. In bri 
one American billion dollar 


steel company can cutueodians , 


the combined steel industries of 
France and Great Britain. 


The big problem of American 
capitalism is how to keep this 
huge productive capacity op- 
erating. ere is no attraction 
to the American monopolies in 
the old cartel ry Ghee 
whereby they might be allo- 
cated 25 percent or 35 percent 
of the world market. The Amer- 
ican trusts need and demand 
unrestricted markets, regardless 
of the consequences to the 
weaker W. European industries.

ON MONDAY, PRESIDENT TRUMAN: boasted of

day, in his letter to the Bar Association, he took a different 
tack. 

This letter was an cuwilidiar recognition by Truman 
of the growing uneasiness among the American people at 
what his Administration is doing.

The Rise and Fall of Hermann 
Goering is an equivocal biograph- 
ical study of one of the leading 
pillars of the Nazi murder ma- 
chine. 


While the author, who says his 
parents were killed in Nazi con- 
‘centration camps, makes frequent 
allusions to the bestiality em 
German fascists, his book is ‘so 
intent on ‘humanizing’ the gross, 
corrupt blood-stained’ Goering, 
that the buddy of Hitler emerges 
as a charming man whose sense 
of sportsmanship was revolted by 
the slaughter of the Jews and who 
‘was opposed to the launching of 
‘World War II.

There is considerable irony in 
the authors report that Eisen- 
hower would not talk to Goering 
during the closing hours of the 
war, because~of his hatred for 
‘Nazi leaders: and German gen- 
erals.”
